“It ie doubtful if another area of 
comparable sixe on the face of the 
earth records a history of more pur- 
poseful and systematic exploration 
than western Canada,” he said, 

“The motives which prompted this 
exploration are complex. The pros- 
ecution of the fur trade, the lure of 
gold in the Klondyke, tbe political 
necessity of binding together a new 
nation; all are inseparably com. 
bined with a love of adventure. 

“Without this spirit, perhaps the 
strongest motive, few men could 
have borne up under the privations 
and heartbreak of the wilderness,” 

Mr. Beach said that the history of 
western Canada “sparkles witi-, tffe 
exploits of courageous and re- 
sourceful men. It is not unreason- 
able to conclude that without the 
heritage of their accomplishments 
the many oil discoveries of recent 
years. would have been long de- 
layed.”

1952 Net Income From Farming | Fi 


Operations Below 1951 Peak 


Net income of Canadian farmers from farming operations in 
nine provinces (Newfoundland excluded) aggregated $1,949,900,- 
000 last year, according to preliminary estimates by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. This figure is 1] per cent. below the revised 
record net income of $2,188,600,000 for 1951 but higher than for 
any other year and 35 per cent. above the estimate of $1,448,100,- 


000 for 1950. 


Last year’s decline in net income 
from the 1951 level is the net result 
of a drop of four per cent, in gross 
farm income to an estimated $3,449,- 
700,000 from the all-time high figure 
of $3,600,000,000 for 1951, and a rise 
of six per cent. in farm operating 
expenses (including depreciation 
charges) to $1,504,900,000 from the 
revised estimate for 1951 of $1,421,- 
700,000, 

Cash income from the sale of farm 
proditcts and from participation pay- 
ments on previous years’ grain crops 
in 1952 is estimated at $2,778,300,000, 
down ogly 1.2 per cent. from the re- 
vised record cash income estimate of 
$2,811,949,000 for 1951. Income in 
kind was practically unchanged at 
$483,722,000 compared to $434,553,- 


000, but the value of year-end in- 
ventory changes in farm-held grains 
and livestock was down substantially 
to $237,600,000 from $353,500,000, ac- 
counting for the greater part of the 
drop in gross farm income. 

The maintenance of farm cash in- 
come at near-record levels last year, 
the Bureau reports, can be largely 
attributed to a substantial increase in 
receipts from the sale of field crops, 
which offset to a large extent the 
decline in cash returns from live- 
stock and some of the livestock pro- 
ducts, The high-level returns from 
field crops reflect the unusually 
heavy spring marketings of grain in 
western Canada as a result of the 
large carry-over of both threshed 
and unthreshed portions of the 1951 
crop. Apart from the grain crops, 
the most spectacular increase in field 
crop receipty occurred in. the case of 
potatoes, prices of which averaged 
more than two and a half times 
those of 1951. A general and sub- 
stantial drop in average livestock 
prices, together with lower gmarket- 
ings of all livestock except hogs, ac- 
counted for a significant decline in 
receipts from this source. Poultry 
and egg returns were also down sub- 
stantially, but income from dairying 
was up slightly. 

The year-end inventory changes of 
both grains held on farms and of live- 


_stock were down sharply, the former 


dropping 39 per cent, in value from

Coal Production Fell 
5.4 Per Cent. In 1952 


Canada's’ coal output’ fell for the 
second straight year in 1952, amount- 
ing to 17,579,002 tons or 5.4 per cent, 
less than the 18,586,823 tons produc- 
ed in 1951 and 8.1 per cent. below 
the record 1950 output of 19,139,112 
tons. On the other Nand, the value 
of the coal output of Canadian mines 
climbed to $111,026,149 in-1952 from 
$109,038,835 in 1951 and $110,140,399 
in 1950, 

Imports of coal, including briquet-

Writing in Health Magazine, offi- 
cial publication of the Health League 
of Canada, Dr. Crawford says that 
severe paralysis regults from the dis- 
ease only when warning signs are 
disregarded, Fatigue, he notes, ap-

To Combat Poliomyelitis 


OTTAWA.—The federal government travel bureau asked hay 
fever sufferers to pack note books with them on their vacations 
jn Canada this year. The bureau wants the victims of pesky 
ragweed pollen to jot down every area where they get an attack 
of ‘'sniffles'’’ and mail the information to the department of agri- 


culture. 


The information is sought by the 
bureau in a continuation of its ef- 
forts to pinpoint vacation areas in 
Canada where hay fever sufferers 
can enjoy relief. 

The bureau has already issued a 
pamphlet giving general areas which 
are relatively free frém ragweed. 
However, the bureau says its infor- 
mation on ragweed pollen distribu- 
tion is by no means complete. 

“There are gaps: in our knowledge 
of ragweed and ragweed pollen dis- 
tribution,” the bureau said, 

“Anyone with observations to of- 
fer which may help to clarify, for- 
mation is asked to communicate with 
the Division of Botany and Plant 
Pathology, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Science ei Ottawa. 

“For example, a visitor to Canada 
during the ragweed season might 
care to advise on his reaction at the 
vacation areas he visits. This type 
of information would be of great as- 
sistance to prospective tourists who 
are also hay fever sufferers.” 

The bureau's pamphlet on ragweed 
distribution says there are many 
Canadian “havens” for the 2,000,000 
hay fever victims in the United 
States and their 100,000 fellow suf- 
ferers in Canada, 

The Rocky Mountain area of West- 
ern Canada is one of the ‘‘safest” 
‘vacation spots for hay fever victims 
in’ this country. Ragweeds are rare 
plants in. British Columbia, apd their 
pollen adds little to the airborne 
total. 

Ragweed pollen is virtually non- 
existent at Banff and Lake Louise in 
Alberta. Nearly all sections of the 
province, with the possible exception 
of the -southeast, are free of the 
moxious weed. The ragweed plant 
is rarely found in Saskatchewan, ex- 
cept in the extreme south areas, but 
is more common throughout Mani- 
toba. Howevver, the two big tourist 
attractions in Manitoba, Riding 
Mountain National Park, and the 
northern fishing resorts, are relative- 
ly free of the weed. 

The pollen free area of Ontario 
runs north of a line from Parry 
Sound to Pembroke. The holiday re- 
sorts in the Muskoka Lakes district 
and Algonquin Park are also free of 
the plant, 

The area around Lake Nipissing is 
infested with the weed as well as the 
greater part of Southern Ontario, in- 
cluding many of the big cities. Rag- 
weed pollen is at its highest incidence

The part of the 
province with the least ragweed is 
the famed Gaspe Peninsula north of 
a line from Rimouski to Matapedia. 

The bureau lacks pf€cise informa- 
tion on the degree of pollution in the 
Laurentian Mountains, The rich low- 
lands along the Ottawa and St. Law- 
rence Rivers are heavily polluted and 
are not recommended for hay fever 
sufferers, 

Most of the Maritime Provinces 
are free of the weed, except for some 
areas of the Annapolis Valley and a 
few other scattered districts, There 
is almost no ragweed in Newfound- 
land,

Sask. Sport 
Fishing Praised 
By Magazine 


REGINA. -—- Saskatchewan's sport 
fishing, already praised in a number 
of national Canadian and American 
publications, has received its biggest 
boost to date. 

“Saskatchewan Adventure”, an 
article in the May’ 23 issue of The 
Saturday Evening Post, describes 
angling for arctic grayling, northern 
pike and lake trout in the province's 
north... The article is by Bill Wolf, 
welkknown American outdoor writer 
who did his first angling for arctic 
grayling in Saskatchewan in 1950, 
when he was a guest of the provin- 
cial tourist branch. 

Illustrated with colour photographs 
taken by Mike Kesterton, department 
of natural resources photographer, 


jthe article says that dretic grayling, 


found in northern Saskatchewan, are 
“destined to be one of the world’s 
great fly rod fishes.” 

In addition to his praise of north- 
ern Saskatchewan lakes, which he 
describes as being filled with a “su- 
perabundance” of fish, Wolf says that 
Cree Lake in northern Saskatchewan 
contains some of the finest sand 
beaches he has seen anywhere. Cree 
Lake is about 150 miles north of Lac 
la Ronge, 

The article describes in: detail fish- 
ing for arctic grayling in Cree, Ca- 
reen and Black Lakes, north of the 
Churchill River. Writing™in general 
terms Wolf says that “the prize 
landed is magnificent, but the real 
lure of the grayling comes from the 
fact that fishing in this forbidding 
rock-and-water land is one of the few 
remaining adventures left to an Am- 
erican angler.” 

Mr. Wolf adds that the “few Can- 
adian and American anglers who are 
fishing rforthern Saskatchewan for 
the grayling are pioneers,” but pre- 
dicts that “soon there will be a rush.” 

But he cautions American sports- 
men not to expect everything to run 
according to time-clock schedule, be- 
cause he says, people of the north 
“never hurry”. 

“Saskatchewan Adventure” is the 
sixth article on the province written 
by Mr. Wolf to appear during the 
past three years in the Saturday 
Evening Post.

Why Screens 
Need Paint 


Window and door screens gf steel, 
galvanized iron, copper or bronze al- 
ways should be painted. Steel or iron 
mesh is painted to prevent rust, Cop- 
per and bronze do not rust, but cor- 
rode and develop stains; therefore, 
| they need protective coatings, 

Spar varnish or special screen 
enamels, available if all well-stocked 
paint stores, are used for this work. 
Either of those materials can be ap- 
plied with a spray gun, brush or in- 
expensive screen applicator made 
from a block of wood covered with 
carpet on one side, 

To prevent openings in the mesh 
from becoming clogged, the varnish 
or enamel is thinned and after it is 
applied to each side of the screen, 
the screen is shaken to prevent the 
accumulation of drops, 

Both sides af a screen are painted 
before the frame is painted.

Controlling Weeds with Cheraicals 

In 1952, no less than 13% million 
acres of small grain crops in the 
Prairie Provinces were treated with 
2,4-D. Although the use of selec- 
tive wecd-killing chemicals, chiefly 
2,4-D, is now a widely accepted 
farm practice there are still thous- 
ands of farmers in Western Canada 
who are not making the best use of 
this modern, effective, and inexpen- 
sive method of controlling weeds in 
grain crops. Are you ready for 
this year’s chemical warfare on 
weeds? 

Crops and Weeds. There is a wide 
variation in the response of both 
weed and crop plants to 2,4-D, 
MGCP, and other selective herbicides. 
Many weeds, particularly annuals, 
can be easily killed with light dos-
